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REMARKS 

The Examiner is thanked for the indicated allowability of the subject matter of 
claim 8, as set forth on pages 4 and 5 of the Office Action mailed December 17, 
2008. By the present amendments, Applicants have incorporated the subject matter 
of claim 8 into claim 6; and, correspondingly, have cancelled claim 8 without 
prejudice or disclaimer. In light of incorporation of the subject matter of claim 8 into 
claim 6, whereby claim 6 now sets forth the subject matter of claim 8 in independent 
form, it is respectfully submitted that claim 6, and claim 7 dependent thereon, should 
be allowed. 

The rejections of claims 6 and 7 under 35 USC 102(b) and under 
35 USC 103(a), respectively, set forth respectively on pages 2 and 3, and on 
pages 3 and 4, of the Office Action mailed December 17, 2008, are noted. In view of 
incorporation of subject matter of claim 8 into claim 6, it is respectfully submitted that 
the rejections of claims 6 and 7 are moot. 

Applicants have cancelled non-elected claims 1-5 and 9-14 without prejudice 
or disclaimer, and, in particular, without prejudice to the filing of a Divisional 
application directed to the subject matter thereof. 

In view of the foregoing comments and amendments, reconsideration and 
allowance of all claims remaining in the above-identified application are respectfully 
requested.
